Embarrassed to live 
in East Greenwich 


AS we all get ready for the 
Olympics I am embarrassed to 
say I live in East Greenwich, 
part of the royal borough 
hosting several Olympic 
events. 

All over London areas are 
being made ready for the 
world to see and what is 
happening in East Greenwich? 
At the end of the 90s, 
Greenwich Council had 
great plans for this area, we 
were the gateway to ‘The 
Dome’ and they bought up 
property in Blackwall Lane 
for redevelopment. Due to the 
closure of Greenwich District 
Hospital the plans have been 
on hold and the area has been 
neglected ever since. How will 
it look to visitors leaving the 
world-renowned 02 arena for 
their journey to Greenwich 
Park for the equestrian 
events? As soon as you get 
to Blackwall Lane you are 
met by the industrial estate 
surrounded by a 1950s-style 
grey concrete wall. As you 
travel further up, you have the 
tired looking Meridian House 
with its untended gardens 


and the front of the mews 
which is used as a rubbish bin. 
The school has an allotment 
which has grown through 
the fence and now obstructs 
the pavement and then 
you get to a weed-covered, 
derelict car park, the boarded 
up Connexions centre, the 
derelict nursery school fronted 
by the abandoned bakery and 
a few boarded up shops. In 
front of you there is Ladbrokes 
betting with an unused 
restaurant area above and 
then you see the wonderful 
Heart of East Greenwich. A 
walled wasteland opposite the 
boarded up public house. Why 
have we been waiting so long 
for something to be done?

• We don’t own the site but 
after pushing the developer for 
action, work has now begun at 


the Heart of East Greenwich 
development, on the former 
Greenwich District Hospital site. 
Phase 1 of the scheme is due 
for completion in the autumn of 
2014. It includes the Greenwich 
Centre which will provide two 
new pools, gym facilities, a new 
library, a council service centre, 
health facilities and a cafe. 

The development will also 
provide 645 new homes, a 
new square, shops and a work 
space for creative industries. 

The whole development will 
be completed in 2016. The 
Blackwall Lane development, 
granted planning permission 
last month, will provide 137 
new homes, shops, offices and a 
restaurant. Development is due 
to start later this year and both 
these schemes will significantly 
improve the East Greenwich 
area. Ed

GREENWICH residents 
got the first look inside 
the new Cutty Sark 
- even before Her 
Majesty The Queen! 

More than 2,000 
local people toured 
the refurbished vessel 
at a preview day on 
Saturday, April 21. 

The Watts family from 
Westcombe Hill were 
some of the first in the 
queue. Dad Roland said: “The 
standard of the restoration is 
fantastic, it’s something we can 
be really proud of. It’s very spacious - 
everything’s superb.” 

Mum Jackie added: “It’s absolutely 
fabulous - easy to walk around, and 
fantastic interactive things for the 
children to do. The history is really easily 
explained - even though the children are 
only five, they were interested - it wasn’t 
too old for them. 

“When you get inside the dry dock 
and look at the bow of the boat, it’s 
breathtaking. I feel really privileged 
being one of the first to have seen it.” 

Up to 400 people every hour went aboard

the ship, from 10am to 4pm, to see the 
specially-raised hull, the refurbished 
deck and interactive exhibitions. 

Teresa Doherty and Christopher Reen 
made the short trip from Point Hill. 
Teresa said: “I like the glass skirt, it gives 
the sense of the boat being on the water - 
and it gives a sense of scale.” 

An interactive sailing game let children 
steer the ship on a round-the-world voyage 

- but Teresa thinks the youngsters may 
have competition. 

She said: “The interactives make it 
much more engaging than it was before 

- but I think the kids are going to have 
difficulty with the adults taking over!” 

Inside there are also film exhibits, as 
well as tactile displays and historical 
facts and quotes relating to the Cutty 
Sark’s cargo, tea. 

Christopher added: “The attractions are 
very clever - great attention to detail. The 
notion of providing entertainment at the 
same time as explaining history is very 
clever. 

“I was quite surprised - and pleased - 
that local residents were first in there to 
see what was happening.”

open a major new exhibition - Royal 
River: Power, Pageantry and the Thames. 

During the visit through the Naval 
College the royal couple will view the new 
royal Diamond Jubilee barge Gloriana. 
The royal party will be escorted by the 
King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery - 
its first ceremonial event in the royal 
borough since moving to Woolwich in 
February. 

Greenwich residents were among the 
first to see the refurbished Cutty Sark tea 
clipper at a special preview day arranged 
by the Royal Borough of Greenwich last 
Saturday. 

Royal Greenwich contributed £3m - and 
raised a further £2m from developers 
- towards the restoration costs of the 
clipper. The royal borough also secured 
the £5. 6m refurbishment of Cutty Sark 
Gardens which included £2m to overhaul 
the dry dock under the ship. 

Around 10m tourists visit Maritime 
Greenwich each year with tourism 
contributing £8.2m to the local economy 


and the reopening of the tea clipper is 
expected to add a further £1.2m to that 
figure a year. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “It is a great privilege to 
welcome Her Majesty to Royal Greenwich 
in the same year that Greenwich has been 
made a royal borough. As we prepare 
to celebrate the Queen’s 60 years on 
the throne, it is fantastic that children 
from Royal Greenwich will have the 
opportunity to sing to Her Majesty. 

“The Cutty Sark is an iconic symbol of 
our maritime heritage and I’m proud of 
the role we have played in restoring and 
conserving the world’s last tea clipper 
and the surrounding gardens.” 

He added: “The weekend’s preview day 
gave local residents a chance to view the 
ship before it is open to the general public 
and now hundreds of local schoolchildren 
are looking forward to welcoming the 
Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh 
tomorrow when they visit Greenwich 
for the first time since bestowing royal 
status upon us. It promises to be a day to 
remember for everyone involved.”

GREENWICH’S Grand Old 
Lady of the Sea, the Cutty Sark, 
is the world’s last surviving 
tea clipper and one of Britain’s 
greatest maritime treasures. 
She has been totally restored 
following the devastating fire 
five years ago. 

The vessel’s Cutty Sark Gardens 
home has also been given a £5.6m 
refurbishment. 

This week’s reopening is the 
start of a new chapter in the 
extraordinary life of one of the 
world’s most famous ships. The 
fastest and greatest tea clipper of 
her time, she is a living testimony 
to the bygone, glorious days of 
sail and - most importantly - a 
monument to those that lost their 
lives in the merchant service. 

In a brilliant feat of engineering, 
the Cutty Sark was raised 11 feet 
into the air, relieving the keel 
of the weight of the ship and 
preserving her unique shape. For 
the first time, visitors will be able 
to walk underneath the ship and 
view the elegant lines of her hull, 
revealing the innovative design 
which was the secret to her success 
- enabling her to reach the record- 
breaking speed of nearly 20 knots 
between Sydney and London. The 
space also showcases Cutty Sark’s 
extensive collection of more than 
80 ships’ figureheads, never before 
displayed together on the site. 

Richard Doughty, chief 
executive of the Cutty Sark Trust, 
said: “What made the Cutty Sark 
famous was her speed and that 
was achieved by her hull shape. 
Visitors will be able to see the 
hull for the first time, and it’s 
an extraordinary sight to see 
this huge elegant ship suspended 
above your head. 

“We have been privileged to 
be involved in conserving Cutty 
Sark and restoring her to her 
key position in the Greenwich 
World Heritage Site. Our solution, 
a world first, will secure Cutty 
Sark’s future so that she can 
continue to inspire many new 
generations of adventurers at the 
heart of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich.” 

The ship’s weather deck 
and rigging have also been 
painstakingly restored to their 
original specification, with 11 
miles of rigging supporting the 
masts. 

Launched in 1869 from 
Dumbarton, Scotland, Cutty Sark 
visited most major ports around 
the world. She carried cargo 
ranging from the finest teas to 
gunpowder, and from whisky 
to buffalo horns, and made her 
name as the fastest ship of her 
era during her time in the wool 
trade. Many of the tea clippers 



that sailed the China Seas during 
the nineteenth century lasted for 
only a few years and only seven 
saw the 20th century. By the mid- 
1920s Cutty Sark was the only one 
still afloat and from 1938 became a 
training ship for the Incorporated 
Thames Training College at 
Greenhithe. 

The ship was displayed in the 
Thames for the 1951 Festival of 
Britain, and was then brought 
to Greenwich by the Cutty Sark 
Preservation Society which was 


formed in 1953. A special 
dry-dock was constructed 
and nearly three years 
were spent on her 
restoration. In 1957 the 
ship was opened to the 
public in a live broadcast 
by the Queen. Since that 
time, Cutty Sark has been 
visited by more than 16 
million people from all 
over the world. Prince Rflf ,

figures 

THE Cutty Sark’s name comes from 
the famous Robert Burns poem 
‘Tam O’Shanter’. It’s about a farmer 
called Tam who is chased by a 
scantily-clad witch dressed only in a 
‘cutty sark’, an old Scottish name for 
a short nightdress. She is depicted 
as the ship’s figurehead. 

• Fifteen million have visited and 
gone on board to learn more about 
her. The ship has captured the 
imagination of countless more. 

• The ship was built by Scott & 

Linton in Dumbarton , Scotland , and 
cost £16,150. She was launched on 
November 22 1869. 

• The number of crew usually 
numbered 26, and included the 
Master, first and second mates, a 
cook, a carpenter, and a sailmaker. 

• The crew also included 
apprentices - boys training for a 
merchant navy career sometimes a 
young as 14. 

• Cutty Sark was preserved in 
Greenwich partly as a memorial 
to the men of the merchant navy, 
particularly those who lost their 
lives in both world wars, 

• Shipping magnate Sammy Ofer 
gave £3.8 million towards the Cutty 
Sark’s restoration. 

• Restoration work on the hull 
made use of large quantities of 
19th-century Indian teak which had 
been reclaimed from an old building. 
Craftsmen removed more than 500 
planks from the hull, replacing 
rotten ones with new timber.

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There’s been confusion in Greenwich theatreland after the closure of one of its most revered 
venues, says director of Greenwich Theatre James Haddrell, who speaks to ROD KITSON... 


We re not dosing! 


THE sad demise of one of Greenwich’s 
best-loved theatres has rocked the 
foundations of SElO’s theatrical 
landscape. 

Greenwich Playhouse was forced to 
close its doors earlier this year after the 
landlords decline to renew its lease. 

Not only is it a quality venue lost, but it 
has also kept the crowds away from the 
nearby Greenwich Theatre. 

Director of the Crooms Hill venue, James 
Haddrell told GT: “There is a huge theatre 
audience across London, and when they 
read that there’s a theatre in Greenwich, 
only one’s on their radar so they assume 
it’s us that’s closed. 

“Over the years we have had people 
walking in here with their Playhouse 


tickets, and vice versa over there. Galleon 
[the Playhouse’s in-house company] isn’t 
dead - and that’s the good thing, but the 
Playhouse has closed at the moment, and 
we are still open.” 

The council is trying to help find a new 
base for the Playhouse, whose closure 
came as a shock to Greenwich’s tight-knit 
theatrical community. 

“It threw into sharp relief the threats 
that are currently posed, and also the 
strategies we have put in place to combat 
those threats,” James said. 

Some theatre companies have worked at 
both venues. Sell a Door had put on many 
shows at the Playhouse, but recently 
staged a re-working of Lord of the Flies at 
Greenwich Theatre. And there are plans 
for more collaborations.

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Thames cable car a step closer 


A MAJOR milestone in the 
cross-Thames cable car project 
at Greenwich has been reached 
with the installation of a 1.1km 
steel cable that now spans the 
river linking the three newly-built 
towers. 

The towers will allow 34 cabins 
to cross the river at heights of 
up to 90 metres between the two 
terminals, Emirates Greenwich 
Peninsula and Emirates Royal 
Docks. 


The three towers were 
manufactured in Bolton and have 
been erected in sections via crane. 

At nearly 90m tall, the south 
tower is the only tower to have 
been built in the River Thames 
next to one of London’s key 
landmarks, The 02. 

Rigorous testing will begin 
shortly, involving many hours 
of running the cables and cabins 
across the river. The link is due to 
open for passengers this summer. 


Don't fall for new credit card scam 


THE royal borough’s trading 
standards team is warning 
people to beware of a 
complicated credit card scam 
that left a Kidbrooke woman 
£4,000 out of pocket. 

Carol Archard received a call 
from a man claiming he was 
from the ‘Fraud Prevention 
Department’ and told her 
that her Barclaycard and 
Mastercard had been cloned 
and used for a spending spree. 
She was then tricked into 
giving out her pin numbers 


and address in a series of 
different calls, and told a taxi 
would be sent to collect her 
cards and take them to the 
bank’s offices in Euston to be 
checked. 

Carol was kept hanging on 
the phone for two hours, and 
was then asked to unplug her 
phone from the wall. Thinking 
it odd she plugged her phone 
back in and immediately 
received a call from Marks 
& Spencer saying someone 
had clocked up £2,000 of 


purchases on her Mastercard. 
She then contacted Barclays, 
and was told the same thing 
had happened with her 
Barclaycard. 

Carol told GT: “I thought I 
was pretty savvy, but these 
people have got the telephone 
technology to make you think 
you are talking to your own 
bank. I’ve had all the money 
refunded now, but it leaves 
such a bad taste in mouth. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the

safety and enforcement, said: 
“Trading Standards advises 
people not to give out their 
pin numbers under any 
circumstances, even if they 
think they are speaking to their 
own bank on a separate number 
and are asked to punch in the 
pin number on the keypad.”

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Dickens workshop 
takes families back 
to Victorian times I

FAMILIES were transported into the 
Victorian world of Charles Dickens 
during the Easter holidays. 

A series of interactive workshops took place 
at Greenwich libraries to celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of Charles Dickens’s birthday. 

Children from all different age groups got 
stuck in to an Eltham library workshop based 
around one of the author’s most famous 
stories, Oliver Twist. 

A storyteller dressed as Dickens guided the 
children through the bygone era, teaching 
them about Queen Victoria and the diet, 
clothing and pea-soup climate of London at 
the time. 

Pauline Macklin brought her two daughters 
Sian and Satie along. Nine-year-old Sian 
said: “I like Dickens - and Oliver Twist is my 
favourite. I’ve been to see the musical and 
been to Dickens World in Chatham. 

“My favourite character is Bill Sikes 
because he’s energetic and he’s scary. I also 
like the Artful Dodger, Oliver and Fagan. My 
favourite part in the story is Oliver asking for 
more food as it was very brave of him to do 
that.” 

Mum Pauline added: “Dickens is a brilliant 
author. Even though he wrote over a hundred 
years ago, his characters are so evocative and 
relatable to today. He wrote about everyday 
issues that hadn’t been addressed like poverty 
in London and he had personal experience of 
that life. I’m hoping the children will get some 
idea of the history, what it was like in those 
times and how different it was. He had some 
great characters.” Full-time mum Louika 
Adamom brought five-year-old James along 
to the workshop. She told GT: “We’ve come

Librarian Martin Stone said of the literary 
heavyweight: “Dickens was a modern writer 
who knew how to tell a good story and his 
style wasn’t dissimilar to television writers 
today with chapter by chapter making the 
reader anxious to know what would happen 
next. He used universal, powerful characters 
that we can all with identify today like Mr. 
Micawber from ‘David Copperfield’ and 
Oliver. 

“They were live characters that pulled you 
into that Victorian world.

And they’re 
playing a key role informing the royal 
borough where repairs are needed and 
making council officers aware of any 
community problems. 

Residents joined forces for a walkabout 
inspection tour of Corelli Road and 
Zangwill Road off Shooters Hill last 
Tuesday. They were joined by the Mayor 
Cllr Jim Gillman, the local housing 
panel rep and neighbourhood PCSO 
Matt Coulson, along with royal borough 
officers and Cleansweep staff. 

Residents Ken Bullen and Patricia 
Nunes from Corelli Road both wanted to 
see a bigger police presence on the estate 
to give them reassurance.

Pat Lewis from Zangwill Road said: 
“There’s lots of things I’d like to see done. 
The rubbish chute and the sheds both 
need repairing. I often hear loud music 
being played as late as 3am, and I want 
something done about it.” 

Marilyn Mercer from Wricklemarsh 
Road was unhappy with the parking

problems caused by Sunday footballers 
on the nearby playing field. She said: 
“The traffic is horrendous and we tell 
visitors they have to come before 9am or 
after 4pm otherwise they can’t park.” 

Other problems highlighted included 
cracked paving slabs caused by cars 
parking on pavements, graffiti and locks 
missing from rubbish cupboards. 

The event was organised by the royal 
borough’s Community Participation 
and Diversity team, which carries out 
around 40 council estate inspections with 
residents each year. 

Alison Cullen, Chair of the local Safer 
Neighbourhood Panel, said: “Having 
walkabouts like this really gets people 
involved in raising issues, and it’s good 
that their concerns are being listened 
to and action is being taken. These 
inspections help bring people together as 
neighbours.” 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, told GT: 
“These inspections give residents the 
opportunity to highlight maintenance 
issues and suggest improvements. We 
aim to report back to them within five 
weeks, showing that we are listening and 
taking notice of what they are saying.

Archbishop of 
Canterbury 
joins St Alfege 
celebrations

THE Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams, visited 
Greenwich to pay tribute to his 
predecessor St Alfege last week. 

April 19 marked the 1,000th 
anniversary of the death of the saint 
who was slaughtered by the Vikings in 
1012. 

The day started with a service at 
Southwark Cathedral before the 
congregation made the pilgrimage to 
SE10 on foot. 

The archbishop arrived by boat and 
then visited St Alfege’s primary school 
on Creek Road. 

He gave a short speech on the theme 
of reconciliation before he led the pupils 
through the rainy streets of Greenwich 
to the historic church which bears 
Alfege’s name. 

The youngsters had constructed an 
almost full-size Viking long boat which 






weathered the storm admirably. The 
only snag on a safe passage was a low- 
slung road sign which had popped up en 
route during the ensuing millennium. 

A re-enactment group had set 
up a Saxon camp in the church’s 
grounds, before a service inside where 
schoolchildren re-created the saint’s 
grisly end. 

The archbishop told the crowd: 
“Thank you for commemorating one 


of my greatest and most wonderful 
predecessors - and I’m also grateful 
to the person who’s taken the place of 
Alfege rather than myself!” 

Alfege was kidnapped by the Norsemen 
before they boned him to death - a 
favoured practice at the time which saw 
the victim bludgeoned with Ox bones. 
He was later beheaded.

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With Olympic recruitment nearing its end, the 
count for Olympic-related jobs in the area is 
almost at 2,000. Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business (GLLaB), has played its part. DICK 
TOWNSEND-SMITH reports...

THE number of unemployed 
Greenwich residents who 
have got jobs supporting the 
2012 Olympics is about to 
pass the 2,000 mark. 

Positions include security, 
catering and hospitality, support 
services such as cleaning, 
transport and logistics, and 
customer service. There are also 
jobs at senior and supervisor 
levels. 

Recruitment for people who 
live in the royal borough is being 
handled by Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business (GLLaB). 

GLLaB has held around 
nine assessment events each 
week, mainly at its office in 
Calderwood Street Woolwich, 
and a recruitment fair at The 
Valley, Charlton Athletic’s 
ground. 

The events began in August 
last year, and a total of about 
2,500 people went along to them. 
Four out of every five who 
attended were offered a job with 
one of the contractors working 
for Games organisers LOCOG. 

There’s nearly a fifty-fifty 
split between men and women 
who have been offered jobs, 
and nearly a third of people are 
under 30. 

It’s also the chance for the 
successful applicants to be 
actively involved in the Games 
this summer. 

There will also be continuing 
support from GLLaB to 
help people into long-term 
employment when their 
temporary roles finish. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, told GT: “Getting 
2,000 unemployed people into 
work is a great achievement, 
but this isn’t the end of 
the story. 

“There are still a lot 
of people who applied 
online and GLLaB will 
be getting in touch with 
them, and there are still 
some opportunities for 
local people. 

“But with less than 
100 days to go before 
the Games, the window 
is closing. So if you are 
interested, don’t miss 
out on the opportunity 
to be part of something 
that will happen only 
once in a lifetime.”

THIS group of lads from the royal 
borough have been given six 
months’ work experience in the 
building trade, and the chance of 
apprenticeships afterwards. 

They are working on a new 
equestrian skills centre next to 
Woodlands Farm on Shooters 
Hill. 

Builders Lakehouse were given 
the contract for the work after 
the royal borough gave it the 
go-ahead last year. The stables 
will be part-funded by the British 
Equestrian Federation’s ‘Hoof 
project as part of the Olympic 
legacy. 

The seven had their work 
placements arranged through 
GLLaB, the royal borough’s local 


work scheme. The placements 
give unemployed people the 
chance to get up-to-date work 
experience and references, 
helping them to bridge the 
gap between long-term 
unemployment and full-time 
work. The placements usually 
last 26 weeks and are either paid 
or voluntary. 

If the seven young men 
complete their placements 
successfully, they will be offered 
apprenticeships with Lakehouse. 
They are Ryan Begbie, Keiron 
Binder, James Lincoln, Kaspars 
Petrovics, Jack Oliver, Cameron 
MaFarlan and Adriano Manaj. 
Jack said: “The programme is 
great, it gives you a chance to 


get some real work experience 
and I’m really enjoying it.” And 
James said: “It’s exciting to be 
involved in a project like this, and 
the promise of an apprenticeship 
is something worth working hard 
for. I’m so pleased to have this 
opportunity.” 

The centre will be run as a 
satellite campus of Hadlow 
College in Tonbridge, with 
stabling for 20 horses and will 
have both indoor and outdoor 
arenas. The existing buildings 
are being refurbished. A horse 
crossing to Oxleas Wood and its 
bridle paths will also be included, 
along with a 25-metre horse 
swimming pool, a laboratory and 
three classroom blocks.

Keys to a 
new job 

MOVING around between the 
different Olympic venues 
smoothly and safely will be 
crucial for athletes and their back- 
up teams at the 2012 Games. 

Games organiser LOCOG, working 
with Transport for London, has the 
task of helping to make it all 
happen. And one person who 
is already helping them do it 
is mother-of-three Barbara 
Mott from Maryon Road, 
Charlton. 

She works for LOCOG, 
and organises the 
loaning out of pool cars 
to competitors and their 
teams during the series of 
test events that are being held 
between now and the start of 
the Games in July. 

Barbara is one of the many 
local people whose lives 
are being changed by the 
opportunities that the Olympics 
and Paralympics are opening 
up to those looking for a new job. 

She told GT: “After bringing up my 
three children on my own it was quite 
difficult to get back into work. I got a job 
as a security guard at The 02, but I only 
worked when events were on there. This 
just wasn’t enough for me.” 

So Barbara registered with Greenwich 
Local Labour and Business (GLLaB), 
the royal borough’s employment and 
training service in Calderwood Street, 
Woolwich. GLLaB is working closely 
with LOCOG to help unemployed people 
get back into work, or to make a career 
change. 

“GLLaB were really helpful, and 
helped me with re-writing my CV,” said 
Barbara. "The confidence I gained from 
working at The 02 encouraged me to go 
for the LOCOG job. I applied to LOCOG 
and had a successful interview two days 
later. I’ve now got 

a year’s contract. I work from LOCOG’s 
offices at Churchill Place, Canary 
Wharf, and my job involves dealing with 
pool cars. I check people’s paperwork 
as well as the car, then hand it over to 
them, then check it after it comes back. 
I “It’s like working for a car hire 
company. We have 32 pool cars which 
are stored in an underground car park 
at Canary Wharf. When the Games 
start we will be dealing with several 
thousand cars, mostly BMWs. 

I “I now work full-time, five days a 
week, and when the Games begin I 
will be required to do more. It’s really 
unusual how I got to be doing this, and 
it all happened very quickly. Tutors 
from LOCOG are now teaching me new 
computer skills, and this is all giving 
me more opportunities for different 
A types of work in the future.”

you get? A nine-piece supergroup in 
the shape of New Kids on the Block 
and the Backstreet Boys, who are 
playing two nights at The 02 later this 
week.

THE pressures of directing are 
starting to show on James Hay’s 
face. With less than a week to 
go until the Utopian Operatic 
Society presents 60 Glorious 
Years, he’s a man close to the 
edge.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
